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DEFIES IMPEACHMENT THREATS, FLAYS PROSECUTION 


SENATE TO VOTE 
ON BONUS TODAY 
DEBATE. LIMITED 


Inflationary Amendment 
to Coalition Measure 
Looms as Hurdle To Be 
Taken Before Passage; 
Harrison Is Confident. 


COUZENS ATTACKS 
CLAIMS ON COST 


President's ‘We Will Not 
Retreat’ Statement Is 
Recalled by Michigan 
Senator in His Assault. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.0 — 
Ensnarled in argument touching upon 
America’s entry into the World War, 
the senate today delayed until tomor- 
row the virtually certain passage of 
the coalition bill to pay the soldiers 
of that conflict their 20-year bonus 
service certificates. 

Quick action was assured when sen- 
ators late in the day agreed to limit 
debate to two hours tomorrow. 

Only the lateness of the hour pre- 
vented a vote today on one of the 
hurdles to speedy passage—an amend- 
ment by Senator Thomas, democrat, 
Oklahoma, that would authorize the 
President to pay the bonus by issuing 
new currency, if he desired. Leaders 
predicted its defeat tomorrow. 

With administration leaders an- 
nouncing flatly the measure would be- 
come law, despite lack of knowledge 
of President Roosevelt's position on it, 
initial debate had hardly begun when 
senators swiiched to personal combat 
over Woodrow Wilson's policies and 
statements during the war period. 
The bonus, for the moment, became 
a matter of secondary importance. 

Senator Harrison, democrat, Missis- 
sippi, coauthor of the measure to pay 
the full 1945 maturity value of the 
bonus certificates in $50 bonds cash- 
able next June or holdable for nine 
years as an investment, told the sen- 
ate he was confident the bill would 
be enacted, even if vetoed. 

“Whether this bill is signed by the 
President or not,” Harrison told his 
colleagues, “it will become law be- 
cause it is the best way out of the 
situation and because it is lighter and 
easier on the government.” 

Cost of Administration. 

Supporters of the bill have contend- 


ed it would cost less than $1,000,000,- 
000 immediately because thousands of 
veterans world hold the bonds for 
the 3 per cent annual interest. 

However, when Senator Couzens, 
republican, Michigan, an opponent of 
the measure, asked intblank how 
much of a “gratuity” it meant com- 
pared with existing law, no one re- 
plied directly. . 

Couse s asked the same question in 
the finance committee and obtained 
a statement from General Frank T. 
Hines, administrator of veterans’ af- 
fairs, that the bill would grant the 
veterans $1,000,000,000 more than 
they would receive if they waited until 
1945, as existing law provides. 

Later in the day, Senator Thomas, 
democrat, Oklahoma, in urging his 
amendments to pay the bonus in new 
currency based on what he called the 
silver and gold “surplus,” said the 
Harrison measure “out-Patmans the 
Patman bill” which the President ve- 
toed last session. 

The Patman bill provided for pay- 
ing the bonus in new eurrency. The 
house repassed it last session over the 
President’s veto, but the senate sus- 
tained the President. 

“Not Inflationary.”

The State Board of Forestry and 
Geological Development, at an execu- 
tive session at the capitol yesterday, 
removed B. M. Lufburrow, the state 
forester. Jack Thurmond, of Savan- 
nah, who has been Lufburrow’s as- 
sistant for some time, was named act- 
ing forester. 

Lufburrow also was relieved of his 
duties as secretary to the board. This 
post went to Richard W. Smith, state 
geologist. 

It was authoritatively learned that 
only two of the seven members of the 
board voted against the removal of 
Lufburrow. They were T. Guy Wool- 
ford, of Atlanta, and Henry C. Kim- 
brough, of Chipley. Governor Tal- 


| madge is an ex-officio member of the 


board but did not vote on the removal 
order. 

Late yesterday afternoon Lufburrow 
said that he had not been notified 
officially of the board’s action. 

“T have no comment to make,” the 
forester said. 

Forester Since 1925. 

Lufburrow has been state forester 
since the founding of the department 
in 1925. Under the 1931 reorganiza- 
tion act he was named in the act for 
a term which ended January 1 of this 
year. It was generally expected until 
yesterday's meeting that he would be 
continued in office.

ON REAL ESTATE 


Commissioners’ Associa- 
tion Seeks Ruling on 
Tax Legality Without 
StateAppropriations Bill 


The County Commissioners’ Asso- 
ciation of Georgia launched a move 
yesterday for an immediate test case 
of the right of counties to levy real 
estate taxes in the absence of a state 
appropriations bill. 

The action was taken at a meeting 
of the board of managers of the 
association shortly after George F. 
Longino, of Atlanta, president, an- 
nounced Governor Talmadge told him 
he would make a state real estate 
levy in July. 

The Governor confirmed the report 
and said the tax levy will represent 
a reduction from the present rate. He 
did not indicate how much. 

While the county authorities were 
in session the Governor temporarily 
delayed a showdown on the state’s 
financial situation by giving the vet- 
erans’ service office and the state 
prison commission, both of which are 
out of funds, a share of his 1935 
contingency fund which will enable 
them to operate for a brief period. 

The prison commission received 
slightly more than $1,000 and the 
service office a little more than 3400. 

What will be done when this is 
gone could not be learned.

HARVEY HAD GUN 
WEEKS, HE SAYS 


Escape Artist Avers No 
Search Was Made Be- 
fore Bid for Freedom. 


Leland Harvey broke silence in the 
Floyd county jail yesterday with the 


charge that for the last six weeks 
he was in possession of the pistol 
that he used in his latest effort to 
blast his way to freedom. 

Harvey’s statement was announced 
by Sheriff O. Betts, of Floyd 
county, who declared that Harvey 
said he was not searched before leav- 
ing Fulton tower for Rome, and that 
he steadfastly refused to tell who gave 
him the pistol. 

These statements from Rome met 
with this comment late yesterday from 
Jailer Bob Holland, of Fulton tower: 

“I stick by my previous statements 
that I have interviewed every ‘jailer 
on duty at the time these men were 
released, and I am satisfied that both 
Harvey and Smith were searched 
thoroughly for concealed weapons.“ 

Night Jailer Bob McCall, who was 
in charge at the time the two jail- 
breakers were turned over to the dep- 
uties from Rome, said: 

McCollum Told @ Search.

course, we did not strip them. We 
gave a routine search and I, per- 
sonally, told Deputy Sheriff Ben Me- 
Collum of Floyd county, that he had 
better search the men himself to be 
sure they were unarmed.”

The airmen, who started out from 
the Weddell sea to make the first 
flight across the Antarctic continent, 
had provisions sufficient only to sus- 
tain them until next Friday. They 
had been unreported since Novem- 
ber 23. 

Wireless messages from the relief 
expedition disclosed Ellsworth and 
Hollick-Kenyon ran out of fuel on 
their daring and successful flight 
across the South Polar wastes. A 
damaged radio transmitter kept them 
from sending out word of their pilght. 

New Chapter in Exploration.

Kipling Passes Before 
Judgment Seat Where

LONDON, Jan. -18.—(Saturday)— 
(UP)—Rudyard Kipling, the British 
fighting-man’s bard, who for half a 
century extolled the glories of impe- 
rialism, himself went before the Great 
Judgment Seat today, where he has 
declared in immortal lines east and 
west shall finally meet. 

The great master of poetry and 
prose, 70 years old last December, 
succumbed in a hospital here at 12:10 
this morning after a gallant four-day 
fight following an emergency abdomi- 
nal operation Monday for a perforated 
uleer. His wife and daughter were at 


his side. 
Title Unrealized. 

The grand old mar of English let- 
ters went to judgment without official 
recognition from the empire he praised 
and had a large part in creating. ‘he 
title as laureate of the empire, the 
dearest dream of a poet’s heart, never 
became his. 

King George V was his great ad- 
mirer, but the intransigeant attitude 
of the crown—in popular belief—was 
based on Kipling's reference many 
years ago to Queen Victoria in one of 
his “Tommy” poems as the “Widder 
of Windsor.” 

But his memory and his poems will 
be cherished in the hearts of millions 
the world over. ‘ He probably is the 
most quoted of poets since Shakes- 
peare. And he left a legacy of prose 
rh eh rivals his earthy, heart-touch- 
ing poems. His first book was pub- 
lished at 21 and in no single year 
since has sales of his works fallen 
below 10,000 copies annually.

were outlined for meeting the Tai- 
madge revolt in Georgia. 

Moore, who was notified of his ap- 
pointment later by Postmaster Gen- 
eral James A. Farley, will be inyited 
to Washington for a conference with 
delegation members and administra- 
tion offietals preparatory to taking 
over his duties. 

The action of the congressional 
group, including both United States 
senators, was taken without a dis- 
senting vote, and is intended to lay 
the groundwork for any emergency

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 17.—(P— 
Governor Harold G. Hoffman defend- 
ed his reprieve of Bruno Hauptmann 


today with a statement defying im- 
peachment proceedings, attacking the 


prosecution and expressing his own 
doubts that the condemned man was 


ever in the Lindbergh nursery. 


Only a few hours before Haupt- 
mann would have walked the six paces 
from his death cell to the electric 
chairs but for the 30-day reprieve, the 
governor struck back sharply at crit- 
ics of his mysterious activities in the 
case. 

“T am worried,” he said, about 
the eagerness of some of our law en- 
forcement agencies to bring about the 
death of this one man so that the 
books may be closed in the thought 
that another great crime mystery has 
been successfully solved.” 

One of these’ critics was the chief 


Hauptmann prosecutor himself, At- 


torney-General David T. Wilentz. 
In a cablegram to Dr. John F. 


(Jatsie) Condon, ransom intermediary, 


in Pananta, ‘the att6ffiey-general said 

Condon was not wanted here for fur- 

ther questioning and that the gover- 

nor's reprieve was regretted by him.

Governor's Views. 

Governor Hoffman's statement 
threw a more brilliant light on his at- 
titude toward the case. The immedi- 
ate cause of his reply to criticisms 
was a newspaper editorial which de- 
manded his impeachment. The Gov- 
ernor said he expected it. It was 
“typical,” he said, of the “editorial 
abuse” he has received from néwspa- 
rm since his election in November, 


“If impeachment is the price that 
must be pdid for daring to follw the 
dictates of my conscience, I am ready 
to pay for it,“ he said. “A good in- 
vestigation of 
might be a healthy thing—if an in- 
vestigation is started, 1 will not run 
away.” 

The Governor said he has never ex- 
ressed an opinion upon Hauptmann's 
nnocence or guilt. 

“I do, however,” he said, “share 
with hundreds of thousands of our 
people the doubt as to the value of 
the evidence that placed him in the 
Lindbergh nursery on the night of 
the crime; I do wonder what part 
passion and prejudice played in the 
conviction of a man who was pre- 
viously tried and convicted in the col- 
umns of many of our newspapers. 

Questions Testimony. 

“I do, on the basis of evidence that 
is in my hand,” the statement went 
on, “question the truthfulness and 
mental competency of some of the 
chief witnesses for the state; I do 
doubt that this crime could have been 
committed by any one man and I am 
worried about the eagerness of some 
of our law-enforcement agencies to 
bring about the death of this one man 
so that the books may be elosed in the 
thought that another great crime mys- 
tery has been successfully solyved—an 
eagerness that is reflected in the order 
given to the banks to no longer both- 
er about looking for the balance of 
the ransom money when approximate- 
ly $30,000 was still in circulation.”

Home owners of Atlanta, who are 
troubled with problems of financing 
up-to-date repairs and those who have 
dreamed of owning homes with no 


practical thoughts on how to material- 
ize their dreams, will be invited to 
‘lay their problems right out on the 
table and receive expert and confi- 
dential advice with the establishment 
by the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion next week of an insured mort- 
gage clinic. ae 

Announcement of the proposed clinic 
was made yesterday by Judge Waldo 
DeLoache, Georgia director of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration. 

Home owners and prospective home 
owners will find in the clinic an op- 
portunity to inform themselves on all 
phases of home ownership. Full ¢o- 
operation has been assured from every 
interest in Atlanta concerned with 
home ownership and repair and mod- 
ernization. 

“These,” said Judge DeLoache, “in- 
clude financial institutions which have 
contracts of insurance with the Fed- 
éral Housing Administration for the 
granting of modernization loans and 
also institutions that have been ap- 

roved to negotiate insured mortgages. 
t includes all others concerned in con- 
struction activities: architects, build- 
ers, labor groups and dealers in build- 
ing supplies and equipment.” 
Homes Scarce Here. 

Homes are scarce in Atlanta, rela- 
tively. The percentage of vacant 
homes is incredibly small. Banks are 
anxious to finance homes under the 
Federal Housing Adminigtration’s plan 
of insuring mortgages, whereby the 
government investigates every mort- 
gagee and, if he passes, guarantees 
the bank against loss. Under such a 
plan, losses even to the FHA in Geor- 
gia since the plan was put into opera- 
tion has been only seven-tenths of 1 
and home owners, banks 
and FHA are enthusiastic. 

The purpose of the clinic is to win 
the confidence of those, who through 
timidity or lack of understanding, 
have neglected to avail themselves of 
the cheapest opportunity that has ever 
been offered in this country to a man 
who wants to own his own home 
or modernize the one in which he 
lives. 

Stewart McDonald, national Federal 
Housing Administrator, in announcing 
2 opening of the clinic in Atlanta. 
said: 

“The reception of the Better Hous- 
ing program by citizens and lending in- 
stitutions in Atlanta has been most 
gratifying. Atlanta has a high per- 
| centage of home owners, and it is 
‘important that the benefits afforded 
dy the national housing act be thor- 


ont understood by everyone inter- 
ested.” 
Extensive Campaign Planned. 

Three representatives of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration from 
Washington arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday to lay plans for this extensive 
campaign. They are Louis E. Scar- 
berough, in charge of the group; Don- 
ald Linville and Harry McManus, all 
special financial representatives. 

Convenient offices will be opened 
and home owners or prospective home 
‘owners will be invited to drop in and, 
with an assurance that their plans 
will be held in strictest confidence, 
discuss any phase of home planning 
or building or financing that troubles 
them. Besides simple and easily un- 
derstandable explanations on finance 
problems, they may receive from ca- 
pable representatives of various busi- 
nesses in Atlanta helpful suggestions 
on architectural plans, landscaping, 
decoration of homes, economy in the 
utilization of space and any other 
problem that arises in home develop- 
ment. All such advice will be free 
to anyone who applies and will en- 
tail no obligation of any form. 

Similar clinics have been conducted 
successfully during the last few 
months in Cincinnati and Dayton, 
Ohio; Louisville, Ky., Memphis and 
Nashville, Tenn.: Buffalo and Albany, 
N. Y., and elsewhere. 

Problems Adjusted. 

As a result, hundreds of persons 
have been able to adjust problems 
that have worried them and millions 
of dollars have been released from 
stagnant bank reserves to stimulate 
industry. 

Judge DeLoache, in explanation of 
the National Housing Act, said yes- 
terday. 

„Under this system it is possibile 
to obtain the necessary funds—from 
a private financial institution, of 
course to finance the purchase of an 
existing home or the construction of 
a new one on terms that are highly 
beneficial to the owner, both as to 
length of time, interest and other fac- 
tors. Refinancing of existing mort- 
gages also is possible under the sys- 
tem. 

“Such loans may be negotiated for 
periods up to years. They are to 
be repaid in equal monthly install- 
ments, like rent. The fact that they 
are insured by the Federal Housing 
Administration permits the financial 
institutions granting them to provide 
the most favorable of terms, the max- 
imum interest rate being 5 per cent. 
There is in addition, of course, a 
slight service charge and an insur- 
ance premium to be paid into a mu- 
tual fund held in trust by the Fed- 
‘eral Housing Administration.”

Georgia Congressmen Issue Request 


For Suspension of Bankhead Act 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The 
Georgia congressional delegation today 


requested Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace to suspend enforcement of 
the Bankhead cotton control act, es- 
pecially in respect to collection of 
the ginning tax. 

In caucus at the capitol late this 
afternoon, the state group authorized 
Representative Emmett Owen, of Grif- 
fin, to get in immediate touch with 
the secretary of agriculture and have 
him authorize Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau to desist from col- 
lection of the tax on the ground that 
in deciding the AAA case adversely 
the United States supreme court made 
null and void the Bankhead act. 

hould Be. Removed. 

“This tax ought to be taken off the 
backs of cotton farmers now,” said 
Representative Owen. “And our dele- 
gation is determined that it shall be 
taken off.“ 

Acting in his individual capacity 
as a member of the house from Geor- 
gia, Representative Malcolm C. Tar- 
ver today complained that President 
Roosevelt and other high administra- 
tion officials that published reports 
AAA authorities proposed to con- 
tinue enforcement of the act until 
the supreme court passes upon it, 
might prove disastrous to the cotton 
industry of the south. 

After explaining that the supreme 
court went out of its way to state in 
effect that the Bankhead act was more 
clearly violative of the constitution 
than the agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministration act. Judke Tarver as- 
serted it would be in the best interest 
of cotton growers for the AAA to pub- 
licly announce there would be no fur- 
ther collection of the tax provided in 
the act. 

Tarver Presents Views. 

“IT am very much concerned,” said 
Judge Tarver, “on account of state- 
ments appearing in the pwess to the 
effect that AAA authorities propose 
to continue with the enforcement of 
the Bankhead Act until the süpreme 
court expressly passes upon the ques- 
tion of its constitutionality in a case 
properly brought before it. I sin- 
cerely trust this is not the purpose of 
the AAA but in view of these publisb- 
ed reports I am presenting my views 
in the matter to the White House, Sec- 
retary of iculture Wallace and 
Chester C. vis, AAA administra- 
tor.”

Warning that a major portion of 
the increase in fatal highway acci- 
dents results from drivers falling 
asleep at the wheel is expressed in 
an article by Ray Stannard Baker in 
the current issue of Harper’s maga- 
zine. 

As the result of an intensive in- 
vestigation of this source of auto- 
mobile crashes, made for the Na- 
tional Safety Council, Mr. Baker 
finds that 4 o’clock in the morning 
is the favorite“ hour for motor- 
ists to slumber. at the wheel, while 
for truck drivers the most common 
time comes an hour or so later. 

The writer points out that a man 
who has sunk his last penny in 
the purchase of a truck, or a driver 
desperately in need of a job, is 
not likely to object when the boss 
orders him down at the dock at 7 
in the morning and then lets him 
hang around until evening before 
sending him out on an 18-hour 
run.“ 

Here are some of the astounding 
conditions described by Mr. Baker 
as being responsible for truck driv- 
ers falling asleep at the wheel: 

It is in long-distance trucking that. 
drivers are to found who, for 
weeks at a time, have not been out 
of their clothes; that men, ind soime- 
times women, too, expect to drive all 
night and load most of the lay; that 
inexperienced or ruthless entrepre- 
neurs set up cut-rate motor-freight 
lines and work their drivers to ex- 
haustion—and death perhaps.

How many fine young men and 
women have needlessly risked their 
lives in the desire to get rid of bad 
tonsils quickly? 

The toll of this major operation is 
rather appalling in view of the fact 
that modern medicine offers an alter- 
native treatment for infected tonsils 
which, I venture to say, has no mor- 
tality and which, if my tonsils, health 
and life were at stake, would be the 
method of my choice. I refer, of 
course, to diathermy extirpation, or 
electro-coagulation if you prefer that 
term. Whatever method is in ques- 
tion, let us agree that it is in the 
hands of a corapetent physician. That 
is essential if the diathermy and the 
surgical excision methods are to be 
compared. 

Too many physicians, keen on sell- 
ing an operation, and uninformed or 
misinformed on the efficacy of diather- 
my extirpation of the tonsils, preju- 
dice the unwary patient by assuring 
him that the diathermy treatments are 
“dangerous,” or that the diathermy 
method “does not remove all the ton- 
sil“ or that the diathermy treatments 
require a long time and a day in the 
hospital is enough time to give to the 
surgical excision. These are specious 


lies. Any physician or specialist who 
tells you these things is a good one 
to avoid. A well informed, honest 


physician or surgeon will tell you that 
your infected tonsils can be as effec- 
tively treated by electro-coagulation as 
they can by surgical excision. He 
can't tell you anything else now and 
he perfectly honest. ach and every 
ne of the hypothetical objections 
raised by the bright boys who write 
for the medical journals has been ruled 


be no doubt that electro-coagulation. 
in competent hands, gives at least as 

results in every way as do any 
of the various methods of surgical re- 
moval of tonsils, in competent hands. 

So it comes down to a question of 
time, and i personal courage or 
your love of life. It requires an aver- 
age of eight or 10 visits to the doc- 
tor’s office to complete the diathermy 
extirpation of the tonsils. Each treat- 
ment or seance consumes, say, 24 min- 
utes of your eet That's less than 
four hours all told. 
hour going to the doctor’s office and 
another hour returning to your. work 
or home each time—less than 24 hours 
of your time. So on that score, 
the d thermy method has it all over 
the standard surgical tonsillectomy, 
which keeps you in hospital from 
hours to, oh, months and months when 
certain complications occur. 

After all, I can’t for the life of me 
understand why any one should elect 
to undergo a general anesthetic and a 
major operation merely to have in- 
fected tonsils eradicated,

But it is gen- 
erally found necessary and desirable 
to evaporate from 10 to 15 gallons 
of water daily in the air of a five or 
six room house in order to maintain 
fair relative humidity in the season 
of artificial heating. Makeshift “hu- 
midifiers” will not do this. But built- 
in air- conditioning 8 or spe- 
cial radiator tanks with wicking racks 
to aid evaporation (such as I used 
in the house where I tested the mat- 
ter) will do it.

Howell, editor of The Constitution, 
conferred with delegation members 
prior to the meeting, having been re- 
quested to come to Washington for 
this purpose by Walter F. George, 
senior Georgia senator. 

George Announces Move. 

Senator George himself made the 
first announcement of Mr. Moore’s 
selection in a briefly worded state- 
ment, which said: . 

“The Georgia delegation in eongress, 
on suggestions and recommendations 
from Roosevelt supporters in the 
state, today suggested to the Presi- 
dent the designation of Hon, Wiley 
L. Moore, of Atlanta, as manager of 
the Roosevelt organization in the 
state.” 

To this he added simply that the 
action was taken without dissent. 

Expressing hearty approval of Mr. 
Moore’s appointment Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farley subsequently issued a for- 
mal statement promising the fullest 
co-operation from himself and the 
democratic national committee. De- 
claring the selection was pleasing to 
him as well as the President, the na- 
tional chairman said: 

“Mr, Wiley L. Moore, an outstand- 
ing Georgia businessman, with head- 
quarters in Atlanta, has been named 
manager of the Roosevelt campaign in 
that state. Mr. Moore was 1 
upon the recommendation of the sena- 
tors and congressmen from Georgia, 
and his appointment is heartily con- 
curred in by both the President and 
myself. 

Prominent Businessman. 

“He is not only a prominent busi- 
nessman but he is one of the most 
public-spirited men in Georgia. He 
has been president of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce and has par- 
ticipated in numerous public move- 
ments for the benefit of his etate and 
his city. 

“In addition, Mr. Moore is a loyal 
and active supporter of the Presi- 
dent. 

J am informed that very soon a 
state committee of Roosevelt demo- 
crats will be selected to advise with 
and assist Mr. Moore. This commit- 
tee will be composed of men and wom- 
en representing the various interests 
of the state. 

“I have wired Mr. Moore of his ap- 
pointment and that his selection is 
most pleasing to the President and 
myself and have also assured him that 
e will have the fullest co-operation 
from me and the democratic national 
committee.” 

While couched in somewhat cryptic 
terms, the George and Farley state- 
ments have the effect of serving no- 
tice on the recalcitrant Governor.

Governor Put on Notice.

It was an implied re- 
buke to the Southeastern conference which had said athletic 
ability might be considered in awarding scholarships to athletes 
who should be considered on the same basis as other students. 

The report of the meeting in the Southern confer- 
ence has been forwarded and it is essentially the same 

as the Southeastern conference except it isn’t as honest. 

It merely says that the athlete may receive scholarships on 
the same basis as any other student but that none of the help 
must be because of his athletic ability. 

Which means, of course, they will award a freshman who 
can carry a football a scholarship because he spells well or be- 
cause he passed his algebra in high school. They will not men- 
tion football or basketball or track. But the scholarships will 
go right on. They will be driven underground, which is a very 
bad place for them to be. 


IT IS A BIT PUZZLING. 

It is a bit puzzling to read over the list of colleges in the 
meeting. 

North Carolina was one. Now, it so happens that at hand 
is a list of the North Carolina football squad of last season as 
supplied by the North Carolina press bureau, one of the most 
active in the collegiate world. 

The North Carolina squad included, I note, some nine or 
ten young men from Pennsylvania, one or two from Illinois 
and so forth. 

Now, it is quite possible that no one influenced 
the Pennsylvania boys to come to North Carolina. It 

is possible that not one of them is receiving any finan- 

cial help from scholarships or from alumni.

Fleischer emphasized that at no 
time did he file charges with the 
commission against Beck. He added 
“Nor do I now file charges. I am not

When the government places a man 
at the head of one of its bureaus, 
the man seldom has experience in that 
particular field, Mr. Hall said. Re- 
ferring to the so-called tendency of the 
government to “curtail,” the official 
said the government continues to 
build transportation facilities which 
costs billions of dollars. 

“I do not oppose competition from 
other agencies of transportation, 
which result from the natural genius 
of man, but I am forced to criticism 
when the government does not treat 
all agencies of transportation fairly,” 
he said. 

The official seid that from 1930 
through 1934 railroads east of the 
Mississippi failed by $30,000,000 to 
meet expenses. At the same time, he 
said, the government took much more 
from railroad profits than did the 


: | stockholders. 


Declaring that he could not “in 20 
years remember a congress which rep- 
resented the heart and soul of the 
American people,“ Mr. Hall said that 
the country is faced boldly by two 
theories of government and that it 
must either follow the capitalists or 
the democrats. He styled himself a 
“Jeffersonian democrat.”

COACHES DEFEAT 


PROPOSED. SHIFT! 


IN SCORING PLA 


Vote Is 9 to 1 Against Al- 
tering Present Tally 
Situation. 


By Alan Gould. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—P)—A 
rousing chorus of “noes” today greeted 
the proposal for a new football — 
system involving the abolishment 
the try for the extra point, the award 
of a point for each first down and a 
five-minute over-time period to break 
ties. 

Football coaches in all parts of the 
country, polled by the Associated 
Press, vetoed the idea with emphasis 
and by a 9-to-1 margin. Their o 
position to other proposed rule 
changes, including return of the goal 
posts to the goal line, was less pro- 
nounced, . 


Walter R. Okeson, of Lehigh, chair- 
man, and other members of the Na- 
tional Collegiate rules committee, were 
noncommital on the radical alterations 
proposed yesterday by Bill Crowley, 
of New York, former president of the 
Eastern Association of Football Offi- 
eials. 

Judging from current reaction, there 
is no chance whatever that the rule- 
makers will tinker with the scoring 
system when they go into annual ses- 
sion at Palm Springs, Cal., Febru- 
ary 14. 
Although unquestionably opposed to 
any sweeping changes, some coaches 
manifest considerable dislike for the 
hooted point-after-touchdown. Bill 
Alexander, Georgia Tech, while sharp- 
ly opposing Crowley’s suggestion, de- 
clared a “change would be welcomed, 
if a good substitute could be found.” 
Carl Snavely, North Carolina, assert- 
ed he “would like to see a provision 
in the scoring system to help elim- 
inate ties.” Gwinn Henry, New Mex- 
ico, expressed. similar sentiments. 


Vanderbilt’s Ray Morrison, more 
specific, called attention to the- sys- 
tem used in the Texas Interscholastic 
league. He explained: “If a tie game 
occurs, within the regulation playing 
limit, the number of times each team 
penetrated the opposing 20-yard line 
is counted. If that fails to break the 
tie. then first downs are counted.” 

In the absence from the country of 
Glenn (Pop) Warner, Temple’s vet- 
eran coach and an early advocate of 
giving more credit for first downs, two 
officials filed minority reports. Paul 
Menton, of Baltimore, said he would 
favor Crowley’s proposal “if the point 
after touchdown were abolished and 
extra periods played in case of a tie 
game,” adding: “I favor two five- 
minute extra periods, with a change of 
goal and change of possession of ball 
at the end: of the first overtime pe- 
riod.” James M. Gould, of St. Louis, 
said: “The changes appear logical and 
worth serious consideration. Tie 
games are always unsatisfactory. 
Eliminate the. point after touchdown 
by all means. It is essentially indi- 
vidual rather than team play.”

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AIRLINE CRASH PROBE 
FAILS TO BARE CLUES 


Seven Farmers Tell of See- 
ing Huge Plane Crash; 
Mystery Unsolved, 


FORREST CITY, Ark., Jan. 17.— 
()}—Still baffled as to causes for the 
crash of the American Air Liner 
Southern in the Goodwin swamp last 
Tuesday night, a Department of Com- 
merce board of inquiry early tonight 
completed + local public hearing into 
the accident and went to Memphis in 
quest of further informatic... 


Farmer-witnesses to the accident 
told the board the liner apparently 
plunged into the marshy woodland at 
high speed but there was conflicting 
testimony on the sound of the motors 
at the time the ship went into the 
forest. 

7 Farmers Testify. 

Seven farmers, some aceustomed to 
setting their watches by the passage 
of the transscontinental transports, 
told of seeing the plunge which 
brought death to all 17 aboard the 
plane. 

All agreed the motors were running 
when the ship disappeared into the 
trees and four said they sounded nor- 
mal,” but two witnesses said the roar 
got louder when the plane went in 
and another.insisted he heard “a mo- 
tor pop” at the time of descent. 

One estimated the plane’s speed at 
200 miles an hour. 

Eugene. Vidal, department direc 
tor of air commerce, who predicted 
the mystery of the crash would de 
solved while en route to the hearing, 
shrugged, shook his head, frankly puz- 
zled after hearing the farmers’ testi- 
mony and examining the wreckage. 

He concurred, however, with the 
opinion of Major R. W. Schroeder, 
chief of the department’s air line in- 
spection service, that the ship was not 
attempting to make a landing when 
it went into the swamp. 

Indicative of the almost complete 
obliteration of evidence on the scene 
was the statement which came today 
from Colonel Harold Hartney, senate 
aviation subcommittee advisor, who 
said after going over the scene with 
Vidal and Schroeder: 

Clues Undiscovered. 

“We found nothing that might in- 
dicate the cause of the accident.” 

Vidal, however, expressed hope of 
clearing up the mystery of the crash. 

„There has never been an unsolved 
air “crash yet,” he said. 

Only a relative few of the local 
townspeople sought the available seats 
in the St. Francis courthouse to hear 
the investigation formally opened by 
Major chroeder. 

The courtroom in which the inquiry 
convened was typical „f a hundred 
such courtrooms in the south, chipped 
oil paintings of Civil War heroes look- 
ing down on plain furnishings in & 
high-ceiled room.

About 27 years ago 15 girls of high 
school age belonging to the Sunday 
school of the First Christian church 
banded together, under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. W. C. Stanley, to form 
what later came to be known as the 
Gleaners’ Class.

Praise for the water supply of At- 
lanta was expressed here last night 


ti by Dr. Edward F. Bartow, president 


of the American Chemical Society, 
and one of the nation’s leading au- 
thorities on the chemical purification 
of water. . 

“The water supply of the city of 
Atlanta is among the purest in the 
entire nation,” said Dr. Bartow, ad- 
dressing a meeting of the Georgia 
division of the society, held in the 
dining hall of Georgia Tech. 

Speaking on the subject of wa- 
ter treatment, Dr. Bartow discussed 
various processes of purifying water, 
both in this country and in Europe, 
and said that through chemical engi- 
neering in connection with the drink- 
ing water of cities, the worst of the 
contagious diseases transmitted 
through water have been virtually 
eliminated from the list of health 
hazards. 

Dr. Bartow’s talk was featured by 
a demonstration of a new type of 
indicator which shows the hydrogen- 
ion concentration in water, the in- 


dicator revealing the acidity, or al- 


kalinity, of liquids. 

Dr. Bartow, who is head of the 
chemical department of the Univer- 
sity of Iowa and a former president 
of the -American Waterworks Asso- 
ciation, arrived here yesterday and 
was guest of Dr. Paul Seydell, of 
Atlanta, at a luncheon at the .Capital 

ity Club. 

A dinner preceded Dr. Bartow’s 
lecture, which was illustrated with 
lantern slides showing the develop- 
ment made in treatment of city wa- 
ter supplies and sanitation. 

Dr. Bartow visited the Atlanta wa- 
terworks and other points of interest 
following the luncheon yesterday aft- 
ernoon. He will visit the Shades 
Valley disposal plant at Birmingham 
today. 

Interviewed yesterday afternoon, 
Dr. Bartow said, “While I do not 
doubt that chemistry will find a way 
to make pine fabrics economically 
superior to cotton, this is still in the 
experimental stage.”

JOYNER MURDER JURY 
REPORTED: DEADLOCKED 


Defendant, Ralph Burnside, 
Denies Beating in Un- 
sworn Statement. 


Apparently deadlocked, nine to 
three, the jury debating the fate of 
Ralph Burnside, charged with the 
murder of Clifford Joyner, went to 


bed at 10:30 o’clock last night after 
six hours’ deliberation. 

Judge John D. Humphries charged 
the jurors on four possible verdicts, 
murder, voluntary manslaughter, in- 
voluntary mansladghter in the com- 
mission of an unlawful act, and not 
guilty. 

The juymen will resume delibera- 
tion this morning at 9 o’clock. 

Burnside himself took the stand in 
an ungworn statement yesterday to 
deny that he had administered a beat- 
ing to Clifford Joyner which resulted 
in the latter’s death from a skull 
fracture December 5. 

He simply said he did not fight 
with Joyner in the washroom of his 
beer parlor on Fair street, as was 
charged by the state, and he also 
denied that he attacked and beat Joy- 
ner on the street, where he was 
later found bleeding and unconscious, 

Burnside is jointly accused of mur- 
der with Cliff Woods and Jimmie 
Hollis. The latter, Burnside’s broth- 
er-in-law, was a star defense witness 
yesterday. 

Under the questioning of Defense 
Attorney H. A. Allen, Hollis said he 
was not in the washroom himself 
where the alleged scuffle took place. 
He asserted that Burnside and Woods 
helped Joyner out of the beer parlor 
because Joyner was drunk. Hollis 
took Woods home and when he re- 
turned he saw Joyner stumbling out 
of an alley into the street to col- 
lapse unconscious before the door of 
Burnside’s place, he testified. 

Dr. Alex Russell, interne at Grady 
hospital, who examined Joyner, said 
no fracture was apparent at first 
examination. Joyner was then car- 
ried to police station and nexé morn- 
ing was brough’. back to the hospital. 
He died a short while later. 

Chemiste testified that stains in 
the beer parlor washroom were both 
paint and blood. The state had con- 
tended that Joyner bled profusely in 
the place. 

His clothing was extremely bloody 

when he was found by Hollis on the 
street, it was said. 
Murrell Stiles, a defense witness, 
swore that he heard Joyner threaten 
Burnside as he entered the buffet 
shortly before the alleged fight. 

„I'll take a knife and cut Burneide 

down to my size,” Stiles quoted Joy- 
ner as saying. The witness did not 
see or hear the fight. 
Assistant Solicitor incy Arnold 
and Assistant Solicitor Ed A. Stephens 
put up testimony and evidence on the 
first day of the trial tending to show 
by circumstance that Burnside, Hollis 
and Woods beat Joyner up because 
he was unruly, the beating resulting 
in his death a few hours later.

Dried Beef is Good Friend of Busy 
Housewife. 

Dried beef is a universal favorite 
with families because it always seems 
to “hit the spot” and with homemak- 
ers because it can be dépended upon 
for emergency meals as well as hurry- 
up meals, 


By the time dried beef reaches the 
homemaker’s cupboard it has en 
trimmed, allowed to stand in a brine 
and finally smoked and dried so that 
every bit of the meat which the house- 
wife takes home with her is edible. 
The fact that it has been dried and 
smoked makes it easy to keep*on 
hand and also a very concentrated 
form of protein. In facf, dried beef 
is nearly all protein for the fat and 
moisture content of the meat has been 
removed in the processing. Meat pro- 
tein is very necessary in the family 
diet for it builds up the tissue which 
is constantly being broken down by 
every-day activities. 


New Ways With Old Favorite. 


There are innumerable ways in 
which to serve dried beef, many of 
which you no doubt know. However, 
here are several recipes, some of which 
are old-time favorites and some that 
are new and rather different. Have 
you ever browned the dried beef in 
a little melted butter before adding it 
to whatever recipe you are making? 
This browning enhances the flavor 
reatly and makes an even more de- 
icious finished product. 


Creamed Eggs and Chipped Beef on 
Toast. 


One-fourth pound chipped beef, 4 
hard-cooked eggs, 2 tablespoons fat, 2 
tablespoons flour, 2 cups milk, 1-2 
teaspoon onion juice, 1-4 teaspoon 
pepper, 6 slices hot buttered toast. 

Remove shells from eggs and cut 
into slices. Melt fat in a saucepan 
and add flour. Stir until well blended 
and add milk gradually, stirring all 
the time. Cook until thickened, then 
add onion juice and pepper. Separate 
chipped beef into pieces and add with 
eggs to cream sauce, Cook until 
eggs are heated through and turn out 
onto buttered toast and serve at once. 

Creamed Dried Beef Shortcake. 

‘Prepare hot baking powder biscuits 
3 inches in diameter, split, butter, aud 
fill with freshly creamed dried beef. 
These are especially good when served 
with small green onions sliced and 
dressed with vinegar, pepper and salt. 


Dried Beef Pop-Overs. 


One cup dried beef (shredded), 1 
egg, 1 cup flour, 1-4 teaspoon salt, 1 
cup milk, butter, 1 teaspoon parsley 
(minced), 1 teaspoon’ onion (minced), 
1 cup medium white sauce (seasoned). 

Beat egg white until light. Sift 
together flour and salt and add to egg 
alternately with milk. Beat with ro- 
tary beater, until thoroughly blended. 
Preheat muffin or gem pans in hot 
oven. Grease each tin and fill two 
thirds full with batter. Bake in hot 
oven (450 degrees F.) 20 minutes; 
then reduce temperature to moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) and bake 20 
minutes longer. 

Add dried beef; parsley, and onion 
to white sauce and heat thoroughly. 

Cut top from pop-overs, fill with 
dried beef mixture, replace top and 
serve hot. 

Chipped Beef with Scrambled Eggs. 

One pound dried beef, 4 eggs, 4 
tablespoons butter, salt and pepper. 

Melt butter in frying pan. Place 
dried beef in pan and simmer until 
crisp. Push beef to one side, break 
in eggs, season and scramble with 
beef. Serve with baked potatoes, rolls, 
ani whole tomatoes. 

ried Beef De Luxe. 

One pound chipped beef, 1-2 pound 
cheese, grated, 2 cups tomatoes, 
tablespoons butter, 1 onion, diced, 1 
green pepper, diced, 1 egg, 2 table- 
spoons cream, buttered toast. 

Melt the butter in the skillet. Add 
the diced onion, green pepper, and 
dried beef. Stir until ingredients 
start to brown. Add the grated cheese 
and the tomatoes. After it simmers 
a little, lower the heat and add the 
egg beaten with the cream. Cut slices 
of bread into triangles or any desired 
fancy shape. Toast lightly and spread 
with butter. Serve dried beef on the 
hot buttered toast. Serve with baked 

tatoes from which the centers have 
leen scooped out, mashed, seasoned, 
and replaced in the shells. Brown 
potatoes under the broiler flame.

As sensational as the bidding was, 
it was no less logical. My own over- 
call of opponents’ suit was, of course, 
the only possible choice on the first 
round. East’s jump to five elubs was 
justified by his extraordinary distri- 
bution and the desire to shut out 
communications between myself and 
my partner. Obviously, Mr. More- 
head could not make a free bid over 
five clubs. West’s six bid really was 
of a defensive character—he felt tuat 
it was his best procedure to anticipate 
a slam bid by his vulnerable op- 
ponents and, possibly, induce a con- 
tract in the wrong suit. (He nearly 
succeeded. ) 

With my terrific holding I was not 
satisfied with a measley small slam. 1 
knew that a grand slam was assured 
if I could find South with four cards 
in either major suit. Hence, my sec- 
ond cue bid, at the range of seven! 
South’s response was logical—he bid 
his six-card diamond suit. Now came 
the crux of the hand: How many 
players would read my seven heart 
bid correctly? Mr. Morehead did. His 
perfect analysis was as follows: 
North, seven chub cue bid forces a 
grand slam. The only problem is to 
find the right suit. Obviously seven 
diamonds is not it, because North 
has taken that bid out to seven hearts. 
But North, if he could be sure of mak- 
ing seven hearts, would not have trou- 
bled with a seven club cue bid—then 
the heart bid must be an “asking bid.” 
North insists that I choose between 
hearts and spades. 

So, on the magnificent four card 
suit of 5 4 3 2, Mr. Morehead bid 
seven spades and earned my grati- 
tude and admiration! His reasoning 
was flawless, and we were rewarded 
by making our contract without dif- 
ficulty.

Answer—Most decidedly it should— 
whenever the partner; by his bidding, 
shows that he, too, holds four cards 
of the suit.

The idea of impounding tariffs to 
obtain the neecssary revenue without 
new taxation, was advan at a ses- 
sion of the National ricultural con- 
ference by L. J. Taber, master of 
the National Grange. 

Grange leaders were reported talk- 
ing the subject over with representa- 
tives of the National Manu! acturers’ 
Association. 

The Grange has led the opposition 
to administration proposals for a new 
farm program. At the same time, 
manufacturing groups havé been ex- 
pected to oppose any administration 
plan for new taxes. 

Taber was revealed to have sug- 
l his plan privately to numerous 

arm groups. On his desk in a Wash- 
ington hotel room today were dozens 
of telegrams from farmers, business- 
men and manufacturers offering their 
support. 

The question of financing à new 
farm plan arose at the capitok Speak- 
er Bryns told newsmen he did not 
believe the new farm program would 
necessitate new taxes. 

“Of course,” he said, “if you pay 
the money out, you’ve got to get the 
money somewhere. But I don't think 
this necessarily means new taxes.” 


Crops Redu 

The new administration farm plan, 
as explained by officials, would oper- 
ate in this manner: Farmers would 
be encouraged to plant a diversity 
of crops to build soil fertility and 
prevent erosion. Paymente would be 
made to farmers on land withdrawn 
from cultivation of major crops or in 
form of additional grants. In this 
way, the number of acres planted in 
major commercial crops would be re- 
duced to a desired level. 

In advancing its counter-adminis- 
tration program, the Grange empha- 
sized use of export subsidies, arguing 
that the farmers have complained 
about the tariffs being a subsidy for 
industry. 

“Would it then not be fitting,” this 
official said, declining to be quoted by 
name, “that the tariff receipts should 
be used as a subsidy for the farmers?” 

He pointed out that congress 
amended the adjustment act to set 
aside 30 per cent of the customs re- 
ceipts for the AAA to use in stimu- 
lating domestic and foreign markets. 

Officials estimated that the 30 per 
cent of collections would total $100,- 

000 or more annually. On this 
basis total oe would eun from 

„000, o 3400. 000,000 —or ap- 
proximately oe amount some admin- 
istration leaders have ‘estimated neces- 
sary to finance the soil conservation- 
land rental program. 

Replead Amendments 

President Roosevelt in his budget 
message recommended that the 30 per 
cent provision of the AAA amend- 
ments be repleaded. But this message 
was written before the supreme court 
ruled on AAA, 

The President reserved comment on 


the amount of money which might de 


required by the government to finance 
the soil conservation program. He 
said slight amendments to existing soil 
conservation laws will be necessary, 
but explained the existing machinery 
including county agents probably 
would be employed. 

Mr. Roosevelt said the soil conser- 
vation program meant no change in 
the administration’s farm relief af- 
forts. He recalled a statement he made 
October 25, that the time had come to 
turn from an emergency farm program 
to a long-time development plan. This, 
he said then, should be based on soil 
conservation. 

The President said he was confi- 
dent the federal government bas con- 
stitutional authority to lease farm 
lands. 

At the Agriculture Department, 
some officials said the 19 eotton 
crop was the moment’s most pressing 
emergency.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—(4)-— 
Counsel for eight Louisiana rice mill- 
ers asked the supreme court today to 
order the immediate return to them of 
procéssing taxes they had paid into 
federal courts. 

Solicitor-General Stanley Reed told 
Chief Justice Hughes he opposed the 
motion because the government might 
want to request reconsideration of the 
supreme court decision last Monday 
ordering refund of the taxes. 

The motion was made by Homer I. 
Bruce, Houston attorney. 

In its decision, the court held that 
processing taxes colle..ed under the 
agricultural adjustment act and im- 
pounded in federal courts must de 
paid back to the processors.

Not Prompted, 

It was made clear that Coolidge's 
resignation had not been prompted by 
an open break between himself and 
Secretary Morgenthau, unwavering 
supporter o Roosevelt policies. Each 
was unstinting in their praise for the 
other, bat not for publication. 


Coolidge expressed his regret :.t leav- 
the treasury, said he had been 
ve ppy there and Morgenthau 
made public a letter to Coolidge ex- 
ressing similar regret and praising 
is lieu: nant's work. 
_ Coolidge resigned at this time to 
B. ve himself embarrassment in the fu- 
ture, it was said in 4 authoritative 
guarter. This source related that he 
ad co-operated freely on New Deal 
theories upon entering the treasury 
in May, 1934, because at that time he 
believed an emergency to be existing.

Failure of the Georgia commission 
to allow the increases, the ICO said, 
resulted in unjust discrimination 
against interstate commerce. 

A test by eight Georgia railroads, 
the ICC ruling said, showed that they 
were losing approximately $150,000: 
annu as a result of Georgia’s fail- 
ure to allow the increases. 

“If all traffic of all railroads in 
Georgia was included,” the commission 
said, “this amount would be greatly 
inereas ed. , 

“The present Georgia intrastate 
traffic is not contributing its just 
proportion to the revenues of the car- 
riers, and by reason of that fact re- 
spondents are A substantial 
losses in revenues to which they are 
entitled.“ 

The Georgia commission had con-

COURT BATTLE PLANNED 


BY CHAIRMAN WILHOIT 

Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit, of the 
Georgia Public Service Commission, 
announced yesterday following receipt 
of information from Washington that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
had ordered higher freight rates for 
Georgia, that the commission would go 
into federal court to combat the in- 
crease. 

The chairman made the following 
statement on behalf of the board: 

“The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has disallowed’ our motion to dis- 
miss and when the rates are sought to 
be applied the Georgia commission 
will promptly go to federal court in an 
effort to prevent the rates going into 
effect. 

“It might be calculated on paper 
that the railroads in Georgia are los- 
ing more than $150,000 by not apply- 
ing the increased rates, but the fact 
is that if increased rates are put into 
effect it will mean that a large portion 
of tonnage now carried by the rail- 
roads will be moved by other forms of 
transportation and result in actual 
loss to the raWroads rather than a 
gain as claimed by the I. C. C. 

“Since the present Georgia commis- 
sion has been in office every rate 
touched by the I. C. C. has been in- 
creased, with competition of railroads 
making further inroads into their ton- 
nage, 
“And if this blind policy is pursued 
the bankruptcy of our railroals can 
be directly charged to the I. C. C. The 
Georgia commission will not sit idly 
by and see this done.”
